down while the weather is still hot it 
does not follow that it is best to dig the 
potatoes until they lio 'in the soil long 
enough to toughen the skin, so that it 
will not peel when handled. If dug 
while the skin is still green and -wet. 
Warm weather follows, \ve have known 
largo heaps of potatoes to he rotted down 
in two or three days. Tho tops of pota- 
toes should never be used in covering 
heaps. Uho straw and cover only very 
thinly while hot weather lasts. It is 
necossaiy that uir should get to the po 
tutoes to dry them out quickly. But 
there most be enough covering to ex- 
clude sunlight, else the tubers will sun 
burn. The difficulty of avoiding one or 
the other Of these dangers is the chief 
reason for postponing the harvesting o! 
tho great bulk of tho potato crop until 
cool weather late in September or oven 
into the tallowing month. — American 
Cultivator.
